As most of you know, I am a proud buyer and seller of BAs. 

You can smirk, but without guys like me, 

most of your nice BAs would be rotting in the dump right now. 

When someone complains to me about prices (if they're rude about it, 
that is), I usually say: "You're probably right. Go on down 

to Walmart and get one. I'm sure you'll find a better price there." 


Let's consider just how "silly" these current prices are. 

Take a BC-348 I bought at auction last month in Houston. 

My cash expenses for the auction, prorated to the BC-348's share, 
amount to about $10.x* 

The BC-348 costs $50. 

I expended 10 hours work time driving to and from the auction, 
from which I prorate 1 hour to the BC-348. 

I spent 2 hours inspecting, cleaning, photographing 

and boxing the unit. I spent a pro-rated $2 for film costs. 

I expended just over an hour's labor scanning, writing 

the HTML for the ad and posting the listing. I pay $2 for the listing. 
The BC-348 sells for around $130, of which I pay the 

listing company about $6. Shipping is a wash, assuming the 

guy isn't a deadbeat. I spend another hour in paperwork, 

email and accounting. Then I have to pay tax on what's left. 


Here's how it adds up- 

Cash expenses to get BC-348: $70 
Sales price: $130 

Net before taxes: $60 

Minus 15% Income Tax= $51 

Minus 15% SSI blackmail= $43.50 net 


For my trouble and 5 hours labor, 


I've made about $8 an hour with which to pay my bills. 
I'd make better money at McDonalds, but I love 
old radios and want to save as many as possible. 


So no, I don't think the prices are "silly." 
Not one bit.

"It's an epistemological choice, of course, but I think these guys, like 
Marcus and Levy, were on the right track by starting with a radio 
receiver and progressing from that known ground." 


He handed back my copy of Watson, H. et als "Understanding Radio, A Guide 
to Practical Operation and Theory, 2d Ed., McGraw-Hill. Frank reads like 
Superman types. 


"I had seen this book back at the start of the second war," he continued, 
"but this second edition added several things including phase inversion, 
AC/DC power supplies, vibrators and a lot of material on public address 
amplifiers I found welcome in a textbook. 


"At 1951, it was contemporary with the Johnson Viking I," I noted, and 
Frank made a face. 


"That's like remembering your children's births in terms of Bill 
Clinton's floozies," he ejaculated, "But you do allude to the extensive,

"Yes," he said. "I like the tuned dummy load and the home brew 
absorption wavemeter. Both were breadboarded -- too often we show 
neophytes how to build something but don't give them a clue on how to 
test it." 


"So you think I ought to keep the book?" 


"Of course," Frank said. "Don't even think of transferring it to someone 
who might build something. Put it in your Garage Gulag or your Attic 
Alcatraz! Or seal it in silver solder like Lucy's coffin in Dracula -- 
put a bunch of Garlic in the pages first and make sure to enclose it in 
the embrace of an Eldico or the clutch of a Collins! But for Armstrong's 
sake don't let it get out!"

That was, until we were informed that FAX was not permitted on 2M FM. 
However, the modulation that those desk-faxes put out was just an amplitude 
varied single tone, not multi-tone true FAX. We could have easily called 
it F2, or tone modulated FM, which was legal. That was a minor 
technicality, but it scared off those who were doing it. 


We submitted a rule making petition to the FCC to add F4 to the FM language 
for 2M, but the FCC let it lapse because it didn't generate much support 
around the country....obviously no one had heard of doing this with those 
units. 


Sorry to say, that was the end of playing with those little "smoke 
generators." I wonder how toxic those fumes would be considered today...?

I have listened to the "harping" about high asking and occasional 
selling prices for Boatanchors for several years. Have also listened 
to the "sellers" harping about the those that question their prices. 
Generally, I stay quite. This time, I am going to voice an opinion 
on the subject along with the others voiced here. 


First, my belief is that some of the prices reflect a high 

degree of scalping going on (but not necessarily in all cases). I 
don't question the owner's right to ask anything he or she wants to 
try and get for a radio. It is theirs. On the other hand, I have a 
sound right to disagree with that price - either privately or in the 
public domain. For me, it becomes a public issue as soon as the 
seller lists his asking price in the public domain. That market 
resistance is a part of the economic equation to the same extent as 
the seller's right to set his asking price. So I will continue to 
question the price of anything I consider buying as long as I feel 
compelled to do so. 


So sellers, don't let the "market place" upset you!

Check my recent article in ER on the AF-67 and AF-68 if you 
have it. A long time ago, I put 22.5 volts of zener diode 
(several in series work fine if necessary) in series with 
the modulator cathode lead and grounded the center tap of 
the driver transformer. I've never bought a bias battery 
for the Elmacs since then. The modulation easily hits 100% 
and sounds fine.
